Conventions Held in a Number
of States.

MOST ALL OF PHEM REPUBLICAN.

Governor Fifer Renominated om the
First Ballot and the Delegates-nt-Large
Ingtructed for Harrison—Conventlons

in Other States.

SPRINGFIELD, [lls., May 8.—The con-
vention reassembled at 9 o'clock and
another day of excitement was apparent
from the very beginning. The action of
the committee on resolutions in recom-
mending the repeal of the compulsory
school law, and the substitution thereof
of greatly modified legislation, had
created a spirit of discontent in certain
quarters and the action of the commit-
tee to seloct delegates-at-large had also
dissatistied the Young Republican
Jeagne ps well ns the colored gentlemen
who assumed 1o represent  their race on
the floar of the convention, and it an-
peared that the era of good feeling had
paseed,

Chairman Hopkins immediately after
calling the convention to order declaved
the reports of committess to be in order,
The sitting delegates were declared to
be the regudar delegates and the tempo-
rary officers were made the permanent
officers of the convention.

Governor Fifer was renominated on
the first ballot. The vote was ns fol-
lows: Fifer, %41; Longenecker, 120;
Clark, 98: Hunt, 81: Marsh, 30,

The ticket was completed as follows:
Lyman B, Tay for lientenant governor,
Isaac N. Penrson for secretary of state,
General C. W, Pavey for auditor, Heury
L. Hertz for state treasurer, and George
W. Prince for attorney general.

The platform attribuies the present
prosperity v the nation to the policy of
protection of the Republican party as
expressed in the McKinley taniff law;
endorses President Harrison, and in-
structs theldelegates-at-large to give their
support for his renomination; expressas
sdmiration for Secretary Blaine's bril-
liant conduct of the state department,
and opposes the free coinage of silver.

West Virginia Republicans.

MaRrTINGBURG, W. Va., May 6.—The
Republican state convention for choos-
ing delegates-at-large to Minneapolis,
which opened here vesterday, closed its
labors vesterday evening., It was large.
ly attended and enthusiastic., The con-
vention was called to order by A, W.
